IT’S BIGGER THAN WE SAID 


We erred. Not badly. Just enough to give us an excuse to 
ask you again to support the Ontario and Upland Community 
Chest drives this year. 

The error was in Friday morning’s editorial which stated 
that the chest goai for Ontario is ‘‘a conservative $11,189.’’

CIO President Philip Murray tentatively is scheduled to arrive here 
today to mect with his nine vice presidents, but the steel strike may 
delay his arrival. 


BRITISH AWAIT NEW AUSTERITY 


LONDON (UP)—Eritain’s 48,000,000 people girded themselves 
for the news that they must pay more for their necessities, buy fewer 
luxuries and work harder as the price of their economic survival. 
Prime Minister Clement R. Attlee goes before the House of Commons 
this afternoon to announce a drastic economy program which is ex- 
pected to hit every man, woman and child in these islands. 


PLAN COLD WAR STRATEGY MEET 


LONDON (UP)—America’s ace diplomats from behind the iron 
curtain meet here today to plot .new strategy in the big cold war be- 
tween east and west and in the little cold war between Premier Josef 
Stalin and Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia. An exchange of intelligence 
reports on Russia’s progress in development of the atomic bomb and her 
establishment of V-1 and V-2 rocket bases within striking distance 
of Western Europe may be items on the program for discussion. 


FIRE ON U. S., BRITISH PLANES 


TEV AVIV, Israel (delayed by censor), (UP)—An American and 
British passenger plane were fired on by anti-aircraft fire Friday 
while flying over Egyptian territory, reliable reports reaching Tel 
Aviv said today. No passengers were wounded and both planes mana- 
ged to land safely. The original report of the incidents nean Gaza, 
near the Egyptian border, was stopped last night by censorship. 


JAP COLONISTS LEARN OF WAR’S END 


SAN FRANCISCO (UP)—Thousands of Japanese Colonists in 
Brazil learned for the first time last month that the Pacific war was 
over and their homeland had been defeated, according to John T. 
Danaher, assistant vice president of American President lines. Dana- 
her, acting in cooperation with Tokyo occupation authorities in an 
effort to restore the Japanese tourist trade, went to Brazil last month 
to urge some 300,000 Japanese-Brazilians to make “compassionate 
visits” to their war-torn homeland. 


SET PROBE ON ATOM DEFENSES . 


WASHINGTON (UP)—The Congressional Atomic Energy com- 
mittee will open a far-reaching public inquiry in January into the 
state of the nation’s civil defenses against atomic bombing, it was 
revealed yesterday. Chairman Brien McMahon, D., Conn., said the com- 
mittee’s staff is already laying the groundwork for the hearings which 
grew out of the disclosure that Russia now has atomic explosives. 


NATIONALISTS READY TO FLEE 

HONG KONG (UP)—Nationalist troops have abandoned Kweilin 
and the government is preparing to flee from its newly-established 
refugee capital Chungking, it was reported today. Reliable private 
soures in radio contact today with Kweilin, capital of Kwangsi pro- 
vince in South China, reported all government troops had pulled out, 
leaving only the local garrison to face the advancing Chinese Com- 
munist armies.

Liberalize State 
Disability Clai-ns 


An amendment to the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Act now per- 
mits licensed optometrists and out- 
of-state physicians to certify state 
disability insurance claims. 

There are approximately 40 li- 
censed optometrists in San Bern- 
ardino and Riverside counties af- 
fected by this new amendment, 
according to Francis W. Shaw, 
manager of the San Bernardino 
district disability insurance office 
of the Department of Employment. 
The amendment was effective on 
October 1. 

Those now allowed to certify 
claims include physicians, sur- 
geons, chiropractors, osteopaths, 
chiropcdists, optometrists and den- 
tists, if they are licensed and 
practicing within the state in 
which the claimant is receiving 
care and treatment. 


Prior to this change, only li- 
censed California physicians, sur- 
geons, chiropractors, osteopaths, 
chiropodists and dentists were au- 
thorized to certify state disability 
insurance claims. Medical officers 
of a United States government 
facility or hospital are still per- 
mitted to certify. 


Adherents of a religious faith, 
who depend for healing entirely 
upon prayer or spiritual means, 
may have a practitioner of that 
faith, accredited to the depart- 
ment of employment, certify to 
the disability, Shaw explained.

In St. Louis officials of both 
sides announced last night that 
the 44-day-old Missouri Pacific 
railroad strike ‘‘is settled effec- 
tive this morning at 10 a.m.’’ 

And in Honolulu, Hawaii, wa- 
terfront employers and CIO Long- 
shore union leaders signed a back- 
to-work agreement ending the.176- 
day Hawaiian dock strike. Work- 
ers were expected back on the job 
Tuesday morning.

PROGRESSIVE INCREASES

up. For example, an employce having $2,000 of group life 
insurance will pay only 30¢ a month to age 55 (50 for women) 
but after that an additional 30¢ per month (total 60¢) for 
the next 10 years. 


Pensions 


Pensions for Life. After one year of service, employees can 
join the General Electric Pension Plan which provides pen- 
sions for life at age 65 for men and age 60 for women. The 
retirement age for those in the Pension Plan, as in the case 
of other employees, is regularly 65 for men and 60 for women. 
Under certain circumstances early retirement is provided. 


Members retiring at normal retirement ages get payments- 
for-life amounting to 40% each year of the total payments 
they have made to the plan during the entire period of their 
membership in it. The average member so retiring would re- 
ceive in total pension payments more than 6 times what he or 
she paid in as his or her share. 


Guaranteed Minimum Return. A participating employee, 
should he die after 60 (55 for women), to be guaranteed a 
total of five years’ payments of the monthly pension provided 
in the plan to go to his beneficiary. An employee retiring at 
age 65 (60 for women) is guaranteed at least two times his 
own contributions, even if he should die within 5 years after 
retirement. 


Benefits Not Reduced by Social Security. For the next year 
at least it is proposed that the pensions will be in addition to 
social security payments. Also no subsequent changes can, in 
any material degree, adversely affect the pension to be re- 


ceived as a result of any member’s payments into the fund 


prior to the date of such change. 


Survivorship Option: Disability Pension. A member can ar- 


range to have his pension continued to his wife after his death 
by electing a somewhat smaller payment rate. A member 


who becomes totally and permanently disabled after only 
15 years participation in the plan is eligible to receive a dis- 


ability pension. 


Benefits on Leaving the Company. A member who is 50 years 
old and has been in the plan for 20 years can, on leaving his 
job, draw out his own payments (with interest) or leave them 
in the plan and elect to receive at normal or optional retire- 
ment date the annuity-for-life provided for during the period 
of his service. Also any member not meeting these age and 
service requirements who leaves the Company for any reason 
receives back his own payments with interest. 


Past Service Benefits. We believe in pensions and have had 
a plan in effect here for 37 years. It was substantially liberal- 
ized three years ago. The Company is making large payments 
into the Pension Trust to provide the past service benefits 
accrued to employees before 1946. 


The liberalized plan calls for members putting into the fund 
as their share only 2% of the first $3,000 of annual earnings 
and 5% of the balance. All employees whether hourly, or ex- 
ecutives, or officers, are on the same basis. The Company 
pays the rest of the cost, which, for the average employee who 
retires under the plan, is estimated to be twice what the em- 
ployee will have put in. The cost of funding the service 
prior to 1946 is paid for entirely by the Company. 


Increased Social Security Anticipated. We are willing to an- 
ticipate an early increase in the social security benefits pre- 
scribed by law, so in the meantime, for employees retiring 
with ten or more years continuous service prior to retirement, 
we are offering an additional $15 a month up to the point 
where the pensions plus such additional payments from us

Cost 


The foregoing program gives even greater benefits than those’ 
previously enjoyed by our employees. The cost to the em- 
ployees has again been reduced, the benefits have been ins’ 
creased, and the company is standing the balance. 


This is not an offer in cents-per-hour. It is an offer by the 
Company to underwrite certain old and new benefits by pay- 
ing the balance of the costs over and beyond the nominal, 
and now lesser, amounts paid by the employees. 


The Company put $31 million into the Pension Trust last 
year. There will be in the Trust Fund well over $200 million 
on January 1, 1950. It is presently estimated that more than 
$85 million additional will be needed to properly fund the 
past service of our employees—this in addition to making 
proper current payments into the Trust—all to the end of 
keeping the fund actuarially sound, ABD Sis, 


In addition to assuming roughly two-thirds of the subsequent 
operating cost of the proposed Group Life, Accident and ' 
Sickness Insurance program, and reducing employees’ own | 
present payments for their share (which in effect increase their 
net take-home pay) there is a $19 million transition expense 
that must be met because of the new paid-up life insurance 
feature. Of this amount about half will be paid from con-. 
tributions already collected—under the present additional 
life insurance plan—which have been held in a reserve for 
just such a purpose. 


We do not yet know what are our exact expenses in con- 
nection with the new improvement in the pension program 
effected three years ago. We will not know the cost of the 
proposed pension and insurance program until we have had 
experience with it. 


Meanwhile, we estimate that the cost will be generally less 
than one-third to the employees and more than Saree bietle 
to the Company—with the Company's resulting current cost 
far above the total 10¢ being widely discuss¢éd now as a 
benchmark,
